Supreme Court held valid Monday the 
Arkansas barber law, ruling that pri- 
vate right must yield to the- interests 
of the public health safety and com- 
fort. 


The decision affirmed a Pulaski 


chancery order dismissing the suit o£ 
H. C. Beaty, Little Rock barber, against 
State Auditor Oscar Humphrey and all 
state agencies charged with adminis- 
tering the law. 


The law, adopted last year, set up 


a board of barber examiners to regu- 
late the trade.

Upheld White circuit judgment ot 


52,750 for John Brown against the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad. Brown claimed 
ic was injured when he stepped on a 
nail on timber being loaded on a flat 
car in the North Little Rock yards.

Four Popular Perennials Grown 


From Seed. 


Gardeners who plan to grow 


perennials from seed this year, 
and every gardener should plan 
to do so. will have an easier time 
of it id they will sow in April in- 
stead of waiting until June or 
later. 


In April and May we usually 


liave cool, moist weather which 
hastens germination and is favor- 
able to the young plants. Many 
pf the perennials germinate best 
in cool weather. 
Delphiniums, 


for example, grow best in a tem- 
perature of 40 degrees. 


When seeds are sown in April 


Dr early May the seedlings should 
be transplanted in July so that 
they have room to develop into 
sturdy plants. They wi'l be large 
Dnough by fall to be planted in 
the border where they are to 
"row. 


There is no .garden operation 


,vhich saves money faster than 
growing one's own perennials. 
iVhen plants are purchased they 
ire relatively expensive because 
>f the long growing period, the 
ntensive care they have had and 
;he large percentage of loss. The 
fardener who grows his own pays 
jnly for the seed.

K'hich beginners will have little 
lifficulty are columbines, dian- 
huses, delphiniums, gaillardias, 
:oreopsis, 
hollyhocks,

ing a large amount of hand labor, 
thereby limiting the acreage that can 
be handled per man. But the farmers 
of Iowa have found that their farm 
land, valued a tan average of $72 an 
acre, in comparison to the average 
value of $21 an acre in Arkansas, can 
be made to show a profit from the pro- 
duction of pasture, hay and livestock. 
The farm income tells the story—the 
gross value of farm products per farm 
in Iowa in 1929 was $3.303. In Arkan- 
sas it was $988. (U. S. Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics). 


The 12 southern states have a farm 


income a little less than half that of the 
other 36 states, yet they must provide 
a living for a farm population that is 
2 million greater than the total farm 
population in the other 36 states. The 
per capita farm income in the South is 
$100—in the other states $390. (1935 
census and U. S. Bureau of Agricultur- 
al Economics.) 


Even if the landowner were to give 


the tenant all the income from the 
crop, free of rent, the tenant would 
^till not have sufficient income undei 
the present system of row crops anc 
small acreages to provide an adequate 
living for his family. 


Many Landowners Poor 


Tiierc arc many landowners who fart 
o better than the tenants. In the 
ame period, 1900 to 19-9, that tenancy 
icreascd from 45 to 63 per cent in Ark- 
nsas, hte mortgage debt of the land- 
wncrs increased from 13 to 38 pel 
ent, which is further proof that lancl- 


ers have suffered economically at 


/ell as the tenants. 
Nor is rich land a solution if the 
amily is to depend solely on row 
•ops. The average family can handle 
nly about 40 acres in row crops, anc 


all lodo and feed that can be growi 
n the farm is produced, the lane 
vould still not be sufficient to produce 


satisfactory income. Twenty acres 


vould be needed for food and feed. 
[ the remaining 20 were rich enough 


produce a bale- per acre, the income 


rorn cotton at present prices would be 
nly $900. The money from the sale of 
eed would be needed for extra picking 
abor. One-fourth of the income would 
o for rent, or approximately the same 
mount for taxes, interest, and upkeep 
f the family owned their land. Gin- 
iing the i!0 bales would cost $100. If 
,n adequate diet is maintained, about 
150 would be needed for food that 
'ould not be produced on the farm, 
"here would be an item of about $50 
or depreciation on workstock and 
quipment. Only $375 would be left 
or clothing, medical care, education, 
ml all the oilier expense of living, 
ew families of five are able to squeeze 
nuch more than the bare- necessities 
ml of $375 u year! 


Actually the average land in Arkan- 
as will produce only about 200 pounds 
jf lint cotton to the acre. After de- 
luding $90 for rent, $10 for ginning, 
i!50 for lood, and $50 for depreciation, 
he family on average land has $30 left 
on which to maintain an existence. 
Even if the landowner in this case let 
he tenant have the land rent free, $120 
a year won't permit a decent standard 
of living. 


There are unfair landowners, and 
here are unfair tenants. The good 
andowners and the good lemints alike 
condemn the unfair prictices of both 
jroups. Even that situation is being 
mprovecl, for good landowners are 
:hoosing their tenants with more care, 
and good tenants are u.?ing more dis- 
cretion in the choice of their Inadlords. 
But the fact remains that the division 
A crops on the third and fourth basis 
.or renters, and the half basis for 
harecroppcrs is the result of long ex- 
jerience on the part of both land- 
owners and lunui)U>, and in the main 
ihe plan of tenure is considered fair 
jy both groups, provided the plan is 
noncstly administeed. 


If Arkansas and the South must con- 


.mue to maintain the present farm pop- 
ulation, we must develop more land 
for the population to use. In Arkan- 
.as, there is approximately onu million 
.icres of idle land which should be
